illumination. The centers of attraetion 
were at the stores of Kaufman & Bach- 
raoh, O. E. Curtis & Co., L. L. Ferriss & 
Co., and Louis Fleury, whose handsome 
establishments were brightly lighted by 
the new artificial illuminating process. 
The ten-light generating machine is loca- 
ted at H. W.Hill & Co.'s establishment, and 
the 18-horse power engine gave the ma- 
chine last night only about 700 revolu- 
tions a minute, whereas it should have been 
960. Heavy covered wires conducted the 
electricity formed by the friction of the 
machine to the lamps located as described, 


THBS,BOUY FOUND. 


Tragic Death of William Wnlte at tne 


Central Briagre Saturday Night. 


William White, a married man about 


40 years of age, while under the influence 
of liquor, fell off the Illinois Central 
railroad bridge, which spans the Bangs- 
mon river near the water works, and was 
drowned Saturday evening a few minutes 
past seven o'clock. The identity of the 
unfortunate man was not fixed until the 
body was found. The search was made 
under the direction of Coroner Bendure, 
assisted by Sheriff foster, D. A. Mafflt, 
and othere, and continued from an early 
hour'Sunday morning until about four 
o'clock in the afternoon, when by means 
of a trout line the body was found at a 
point 30 feet west of 'the bridge and 25 
feet south of the north bank of the river. 
All day there was a great crowd of people 
present to witness the search. 


THE INQCEST. 


The inquest was held at Bnllard's un- 


dertaking rooms, when it took three offi- 
cers to keep the crowd back. 


THE TESTIMONY. 


James Demaster testified: I live in De- 


catur, corner of East Main and Jackson 
streets, and am a common laborer. I BBW

The new light af- 
forded the firm a splendid opportunity of 
making a fine display of jewelry and sil- 
verware while in the windows were ex- 
hibited a monster layout of elegant 
watches. The store was filled with callers 
all evening, and Frank Curtis and George 
Dodson were kept busy showing goods to 
customers and chatting about the new 
and pretty liehts. 


THE INTBODUOTION 


of the Brush light in Deoatur was made 
through Kaufman A Baohrach, who are 
relieved of a part of the expense by the 
three enterprising merchants mentioned 
in this article. These gentlemen had the 
light brought here, not so much for an 
advertisement for themselves—and it is a 
good card—but more to have it introduc- 
ed, in the hope that some company will 
arrange to secure the Brush or some other 
good light for permanent use in Decatur. 
It is a little more expensive than gas, but 
it is much more satisfactory, and the 
time ia near at hand when our people will 
demand the electric light. It will be a 
novelty for awhile, but soon the expense 
will be reduced, and it maybe had at 
possibly a cheaper rate than gas. 


Mr. H, P. Brown, ot Chicago, is here in 


charge of the machinery and supplies, and 
he cheerfully gives all information desired 
by the inquisitive. In the work of string- 
ing up the wires, he was aided by Mr 
Henry Schlaudeman, jr. Henry used to be 
employed in the eleotnc light .works at 
Cleveland. 


The light will be used here every night

John Amos testified: I reside in Wheat- 


land township, and am a common laborer 
at the Gilead tile yard. Last saw de- 
ceased at about 7 o'clock p. m. Oct. 6th. 
Saw him first south of cattle guard and 
south of the switch board on the I. C. B. 
B. He was under the influence of liquor. 
Saw him first nearer cattle guard than 
the bridge. When Demasters and I met 
he said, "Let us take him across the 
bridge." We walked pretty fast to over- 
take the deceased. It seemed to me he 
was about half-way across the bridge 
when he fell. We were at north end of 
bridge when he fell. I called for help 
and a man with a lantern came from the 
water works. Mt. Gilead tile yard is 4 
miles from Decatur. 
Quit work at B 


o'clock and then I started for the city. 
That is how I came to meet the deceased. 
The deceased waa under the influence ol 
liquor, and he seemed to stagger consid- 
erably in walking. He was going | south 
on the I. 0. B. B. at the time of the acci- 
dent. • 


THE VEBDICT. 


The jury returned the following ver- 


dict: 


In the matter of the inquisition on the 


body of William White, deceased, held al 
J. B. Bullard'a rooms on the 7th day of 
October, 1883, we, the undersigned jurors 
sworn to inquire of the death of Wm 
White, on oath, do find that he came to 
his death by accidentally falling from the 
Illinois Central B. B. bridge spanning the 
Sangamon nver one and one-half miles 
south of Deoatur, Macon county, Illinois 
thereby sustaining injuries from which 
death resulted Oct. 6th, 1883, about 7 30 
p. m.

'The results of the work of the 


State Board of Eqalization are pub- 
lished to day. The railroad property 
equalized for assessment is valued at 
$59,162,102, and the assessment of 
other corporations in the State, as- 
sessed upon capital stock, is $2,218,- 
430. 
Of the latter amount Chicago 


furnishes over one-half, thirteen cor- 
porations in that city aggregating 
$1,201,500. East Si Louis comes 
next in importance, having five corpo- 
rations assessed at 1370,000. Quin- 
cy follows with five corporations at 
$118,000; Eockford four, at $57,330;' 
Springfield six, at $50,682; Streator 
four, at $44,678; and Peoria five, at 
$43,000. No other city in the state 
has more than two corporations, 'and 
the amounts do not in any instance 
exceed $30,000. The whole number 
of corporations assessed upon capital 
stock is eighty five. 


There are fifty-nine railroad com- 


panies in the state to furnish the ag- 
gregate assessment of $59,162,102, 
the total miles of main line owned 
and operated by them in the state 
being 7,893. 
The'Chicago, Burling- 


ton & Quiney is assessed the heavi- 
est of any road in the state, $9,352,- 
325, and^the Wabasb, St. Louis & 
Pacific ranks recond, on an assess- 
ment of $8,731,395, including the 
Havana, Bantoul & Eastern Narrow 
Qauge. 
The Chicago & Alton is 


third in value, the assessment being 
$5,857,578. There are two roads 
which have only half a mile of main 
track each, one being assessed at 
f 12,865, and the other at only $1,880. 
Fifteen roads are assessed at amounts 
in excess of $1,000,000 each, and 
thirty others at less than $1,000,000 
and exceeding $100,000 each. 


The equalised assessment of real 


estate and personal property return- 
ed by the county olerks of the state 
to the State Board of Equalization 
aggregates $756,534,202. 
Adding 


to this the_total of the equalized as- 
sessment of railroad property and 
capital stock of corporations, the ag- 
gregate value of property for taxa- 
tion in Illinois is found to be $817,- 
914,734; and as this is upon a basis 
of fifty per cent, of the real value, 
the taxable property of the state 
upon which returns were made for 
1883 is in reality worth $1,635,829,- 
468. 
The wonderful wealth of Illi- 


nois is fairly demonstrated by these 
figures.

A Rich Gold Mine. 


From the Amador (Cal) Dispatch. 


A pocket of quartz of almost un- 


paralleled richness was found less 
bhan 100 feet from the surface in the 
Neville or Mammoth Mine, three 
miles south of Jackson, 
Amador 


county, on the 8th of September, in 
which was found from $75,000 to 
$100,000, and being about two toes 
in quantity. Much of this might 
justly be termed huge chunks of gold 
instead of gold-bearing quartz. Some 
of these immense pieces of almost 
solid gold were about as heavy as a 
man could easily lift from 
the 


ground. The largest piece was an 
oval shape, sixteen by twenty-two 
inches, and sis or seven inches 
thick. This gold is almost black, 
and of the same character as the for- 
mer rich strikes found in the same 
mine, and which has heretofore at- 
tracted the interest and attention of 
the mining men of the United States 
We have no doubt but that this is 
the richest find of gold of tkis kind 
ever known in the United States at 
one single time.

This 
is abundantly evidenced in his building 
and management of the street railway, m 
the face of difficulties that would have 
paralyzed a man of less nerve and back- 
bone.

A Question Answered. 


An interesting decision on the law ap- 


plicable to communications by telephone 
is an unreported case .in the Kentucky 
Superior Court, of which a brief abstract 
appears in 1 Ky. L. Bep. and Jour., 908, 
Sullivan, &c., v. Kuykendahl. It was 
there held that where an operator uses 
the instrument for another, repeating the 
answers made by the party at the other 
end of the line, he can testify that such a 
conversation was held, and if ho states 
that he recognized the sound of the voice 
of the person with whom he was talking, 
he can testify as to what was said, but it 
is not competent for persons who were 
present to testify as to what the operator 
reported as the answers of the party at 
the other end of the line. Such testimo- 
ny is mere hearsay.—Legal News.

THE editor of the Rochester (N. 


Y.) Democrat and Chronicle, whose 
telescope is steadily aimed at the sun, 
and whose faith in the sun-spot the- 
ory of the weather is well known, 
now informs us that "the tendency 
at present is toward a subsidence of 
the extraordinary disturbances of 
the past Spring and Summer." 


DDKINQ the nine months ending 


Sept. 30, 4,244 miles of main track 
were added to the railroads of the 
United States. This is only about 
half what was accomplished during 
the same period of last year, but is a 
very satisfactory showing, neverthe- 
less. It is almost equal to a double- 
track line from Chicago to San 
Francisco. 


ONE of the best-posted cattle deal- 


ers in Elgin, 111., says the Tribune, 
states that within a radius of fifteen 
miles of that ciry not less than 80,- 
000 head of cows are kept for use in 
the dairy, and that the annual waste 
is ten per cent., or 8,000 head, and 
that a trifle over one per cent, of the 
calves are raised, which makes it 
necessary to import about 7,000 
cows to keep up the dairy herds. At 
$45 per cow as an average, and that 
is low, the annual outlay to supply 
this waste is $315,000. 


AN effort ia again being made to 


abolish the slave traJe in Egypt. 
Last month a caravan of 250 slaves 
was captured, and one of the princi- 
pal slave dealers of Cairo is about to 
•bo tried by court-martial. Five fe- 
male slaves were found in his pos- 
session. One of them, a beautiful 
Circassian girl, declined to be libe 
rated, preferring to be sold'to some 
wealthy Pasha. 


THE reports of business failures in 


the United States for the past three 
months show a great increase in the 
number of suspensions and 
the 


amount of liabilities over last year. 
This year the failures were 1,803, 
with liabilities of 152,072,884; last 
year the number was 1,300 and the 
liabilities §18,942,893. 
The East- 


ern and Middle States furnish the 
larger part of the loss. The liabili- 
ties in the two sections were $39,- 
147,187, against 111,340,737 last 
year. The number of failures dur- 
ing the first nine months of 1383 
was 6,440, with liabilities of $118,- 
261,918, against 4,897 failures and 
$69,523,813 liabilities in the corres- 
ponding months last year. These 
statistics show the importance of 
Congress passing a general bank- 
rupt act. ^________ 


IN the telegraphic dispatches con- 


corning yesterday's election in Ohio, 
frequent reference is made to the 
"First" and "Second" Amendments. 
The Legislature, at its last session, 
submitted two proporisions to be vo- 
ted upon separately as amendments 
to the Constitution. They are as 
follows: 


1. "The additional section" in and 


with Sec. 18 of the schedule shall be 
repealed, and there shall ba substi- 
tuted for it the following: "The 
General Assembly shall regulate/the 
traffic in intoxicating liquors so as to 
proride against evils resulting there- 
from; and its power to levy taxes or- 
assessments thereon is not limited 
by any provision of this Constitu- 
tion," 


2. "The additional section" in and 


with Sec. 18 of the schedule shall be 
repealed, and there shall be submit- 
ted for it the following: "The manu- 
facture of and the the traffic in in- 
toxicating liquors to be used as a 
beverage are forever prohibited, and 
the General Assembly shall provide 
by law for the enforcement of this 
provision."

There 
are but two "October 


States" this year—Iowa and Ohio— 
and in both the straggle between the 
two parties^has been of almost un- 
paralleled bitterness. The elections 
in these states on Tuesday called out 
an unusually h«avy vote, and as 
other questions than those of nation- 
al politics entered into the contest in 
both instances prophecies as to re- 
sults took ji wide range, both parties 
claiming to be certain of victory. 


In Iowa, where the Democrats 


confidently expected to defeat Gov. 
Sherman, the whole Republican tick- 
et is elected by a majority not far 
from 25,000, with a large majority 
of Republicans in both branches of 
the legislature. 
In- the sixth con- 


gressional district, where a vacancy 
existed, the Democrats and Green- 
backers made a fusion, and the re- 
sult is in doubt Last fall Cntts, 
now deceased, was elected by a plu- 
rality, the combined vote of the two 
opposing candidates being over 5000 
greater than his, so that if the result 
is in doubt now it shows a Republi- 
can gain. 


In Ohio the result is in doubt, 


though the chances seem to favor a 
Democratic triumph, albeit the ma- 
jority will be many thousands less 
than that achieved last year. The 
returns come in very slowly, and 
while they show uniform Republican 
gains they are not large enough to 
overcome the Democratic( majority of 
last year, which was 19,000. Both 
parties are still claiming a victory, 
but every indication points to the 
election of Hoadley and a Dem- 
ocratic legislature. 
A 
proposed 


amendment 
to the 
constitution, 


prohibiting the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquors, was vo- 
ted upon, and while neither party 
took a stand on the question its ef- 
fect was undoubtedly to benefit the 
Democratic ticket. It is claimed by 
some of the reports that the amend- 
ment is adopted, but this is not very 
likely. It would hardly be possible 
for Ohio to adopt a prohibition 
amendment and elect a Democratic 
legislature opposed to its enforce- 
ment, at the same election—and 
yet this 
is the 
result claimed 


by some of the dispatches. 
If these 


reports prove to be true they will 
point with certainty to some sort of 
a trade, by which the benefit will all 
accrue to the Democratic party. 
Everybody will have to be patient, 
however, and wait for more news.

Louisville Exposition had secured a 
day to be called "Florida Day."

This road is a branch 
of the Savannah, Florida & Western, 
and is completed from Live Oak to 
Rowland's Bluff, on the Suawnee 
river, near the county line northwest 
of here, and about one thousand men 
are at work on it between here and 
the river. One or two surveys were 
made several miles west of here, but 
this week, the engineers have been at 
work on the line through this place, 
passing about two blocks east of the 
business part of the city. When 
completed it will open a new line of 
communication, and not make the 
country pay tribute alone to the 
Transit R. R. Co., which now have 
things all their own way, as they are 
the only outlet to the North and 
West. 


The schools throughout the county 


commenced their winter terms last 
Monday. The East Florida Semi- 
nary and Military Institute com- 
menced under very favorable circum- 
stances, notwithstanding their new 
building is not yet finished. The 
new building is well along in its con- 
struction, and when completed will 
be one of the finest, if not the finest, 
in the state. The new Ladies' Sem- 
inary and Kindergarten is starting 
off finely, while the private schools 
of Rev. Mr. Waugh and Miss Tebau 
are well patronized, as well as the 
colored. One thing the city* lacks, 
and very much to her neglect, is a 
good public school building. They 
have to depend on renting a room 
for school purposes, and at this time 
no public school for white children 
is in session. The school houses in 
this state are mostly built by private 
subscription or else from the general 
school fund. No special tax can be 
levied to build school houses, and 
Gainesville has allowed herself to 
fall behind in this matter. Had not 
the East Florida Seminary been 
burned down last winter no doubt 
steps would have been taken to build 
a public school .building, but every 
energy was bent to secure money to 
rebuild that building, or else it 
would have been removed from here. 
It is to be hoped that in the near fu- 
ture the city may be as wel Iprovided 
with public schools as she is now 
with private, as no city in the state 
is her equal for good private schools. 


A large number of strangers are 


already here, some to locate perma- 
nently, some to spend the winter 
only, and some to see the country 
with a view to locating. Every one 
is expecting a large influx of people 
from the North this winter, and no 
doubt their expectations will be re- 
alized. 
, The weather has been extremely 


warm for this time of year. The ther- 
mometer this week has shown itself 
as capable of climbing up as it did 
in July and August, but it will last 
only a few days probably, as it ia 
time of year for cooler nights.

A Magnificent City Where Every 
One Seems Happy. 


Paris Cor. 8t Louis Republican. 


The "dream of my life ia realized" 


— I am in ParisI I have been here 
ihree weeks, and all that was ever 
written in regard to this "gay city" 
does not do it justice. It is grand, 
and it ia certainly, as the French 
call it, the most beautiful city in the 
world. I was delighted with New 
York, but I am charmed with Paris! 
[t is a city of grandeur, a'oity of pal- 
aces, grand churches, statuary, im- 
mense parks, paintings and art of 
every description— superb and mag- 
nificent! The streets are broader 
than any in America; the housel^ll 
of stone, built tight together for 
squares and squares. The houses 
all ran up six, seven and eight sto- 
ries high, with strange rounding 
roots, with dormer windows, and 
people live way up in their skylights. 
They make use of every space. 


The country from Havre, •where 


we arrived, to Paris, is beautiful. 
The farms and houses and quaint 
villages were so picturesque, and the 
peasants in their strange costumes, 
were so pretty, reminding.me of pic- 
tures I have seen. Every inch of 
ground is cultivated, and so clean. 
We went through Normandy, Rouen 
at St. Etienne — all lovely places — 
and here and there in these villages 
are magnificent summer residences 
of the nobility. Bat Paris! I am 
wild about it! I see so much, and 
there is so much excitement in this 
city and so much to admire, that I 
can't sleep. The boulevards at night 
are as crowded as our veiled prophet 
procession nights, only their streets 
are so much wider. At night they 
are ablaze with light. I never saw 
a city where they burned so much 
gas at night in the streets as this. 
There are such crowds of people that 
from the windows it looks as if you 
could walk on their beads. 
The 


streets are paved in stone, and some 
in asphaltum. They run cars and 
busses, built like the late St. Louis 
herdics, but much larger — two sto- 
ries high — 6 cents to ride inside and 
3 cents on top, and they have little 
winding stairs to go on top. They 
are drawn by four horses abreast 
(circus style), big Normandy horses, 
and these, with cabs and all kinds of 
carriages, go rattling over the streets 
day and night. God help the horses ! 


Around all the cafes and restau- 


rants and the "Grand Hotel" are 
double rows of tables and chairs, and 
here people sit all day and I presume 
till midnight, drinking beer, cham- 
pagne, vermouth, absinthe, and all 
kinds of liquors. They even have 
wine at breakfast, and still I see uo 
one "tight." Every one seems happy.

IN its weekly review of finance and 


trade, the Nation (New York) of the 
current week, speaks thus encourag- 
ingly of our prospective foreign 
trade: On the whole it is reasonable 
to expect that the result of our for 
eign trade in the year ending June 
30, 1884, will show a balance in favor 
of 'he United States as large as last 
year, viz., $100,000,000. Last year 
this credit balance was largely offset 
by the selling of American securities 
by European holders. This year 
they have few such securities to sell, 
and the credit balances will be paid 
in specie. This is the expectation 
in London; the Bank of England 
has been preparing for it ever since 
last June, when the rate of discount 
was advanced to 4 per cent. The 
bank has been gaining specie all 
summer from the Continent, and 
now, that a large surplus hap been 
accumulated, the bank has this week 
reduced its rate of discount to 3 per 
cent , and will probably offer none of 
the usual resistance to an export of 
specie to this country.

These are instructive rather than imagina- 
tive. The fins frenzy gives place to an eye 
for symmetry and an ear for rhythm, and the 
the types are to be fonnd.ta Moliere, Poussin, 
Vsraban, and Tnrentte. It is a pity that we 
have no hvfag examples. Portrait-painters a 
century ago bad a fashion of taking the face 
from the«itter and the bands from a favorite 
model. Vandyci's warriors, diplomatists, 
and courtiers had all precisely the same kind 
of fingers. 
The flngere may be even more ttian square. 


They may be spatulous, widened and rounded 
at the end like a chemist* blender or an 
artiste palette knife. This is a very practi- 
cal hand mdeed, widely removed from tha 
dreamer and tbe visionary, the band of a 
man fond of movement and of action, the 
hand of a men fond of horses and dogs, and 
hunting and warf ore, or, if he is more peace- 
able, of commerce and mechanism, a man of 
order 
and contrivance, a merchant, a 


financier, or, it may be. only a church war- 
den Tbe spatulons band is generally found 
supplied-with large finger knots, bnt where 
the flngeis have no predominant ;jointe the 
artistic character prevails. Men act from 
impulse rather than from knowledge or rea- 
son. 
It is not laid down, however, that the 


tendency of rheumatism is to convert roots 
into politicians, though it painfully develops 
tbe knots o* the fingers. Lastly, there is a 
general rule that larga hands deal best with 
details and short ones with general effect 
It

There is 
ranged across fee palm of the hand a series 
of little cushions or hills, one at the base of 
each finger, but a little way from the tbnmb. 
Character Hes in these, and the character 
may be told by their examination. 


The first finger indicates ambition. If the 


mound is large, its owner will have a love of 
power coupled with a desire to shine, great 
gayety, some pride, a tendency to supersti- 
tion, and a fondness for nature. If the 
mound be wanting, the life is one without 
dignity, tbe tastes are common, and the man 
is narrow, soffish and interested.

The third fmger, 
however, supplies us with more cheerful re- 
flections. It is the finger of thearta. It 
shows tbe presence of genius and the proba- 
bility of fame.

The tune ol the 
ceremony was generally i» the evening, a«d 
the bridegroom, accompanied by his fnenos, 
and musicians and torch-bearers, went, to her 
house and brought her and her party to his 
own or his father's house amid shouts and 
sounds of joy. At the bridegroom's house a 
feast was given, after which followed mosic 
and dancing, the male gi^te dancing around 
the bridegroom and the women arouad the 
bnde. When a virgin mamed parched corn 
circulated among the guests to suggest the 
hop* of fruitfulness and plenty. The last act 
in the Jewish wedding ceremony was leading 
the woman, still veiled, to the bed-chamber, 
where a canopy, sometimes a bower of roses 
and myrtles, was awaiting.

A Man Who IB,Not Afraid. ,; 


Chicago Journal. 


It is refreshing to find a Democrat 


occasionally who has the courage of 
his convictions, and Congressman 
Reagan, of Texas, who was the Con- 
federate Postmaster General under 
Jeff. Davis, seems to- be one of the 
sort of men who is not afraid to say 
what they think. Mr. Eeagan has 
recently been asked some leading 
questions about what the Democratic 
party ought to do at the next'session 
of Congress, and he gives out-no un- 
certain sound. While a large num- 
ber of Democratic Congressmen are 
opposed to reopening the tariff agi- 
tation, as a matter of expediency, 
until "after the nest Presidential 
election," Mr. Reagan has no sym- 
pathy with the cowardly faction of 
his party, but would take the protec- 
tion bull by the horns, and, as Con- 
gressman Bill Springer honestly ex- 
presses it, "destroy tariff protection 
as a system." The Texas reformer 
says that it is "both the policy and 
the duty of the Democratic majority 
in the next House of Representatives 
to prepare and pass through the 
House at the next session a just tariff 
bill based on the principle of obtain- 
ing revenue to support the Govern- 
ment and to pay the public debt." 
He has discovered that anything in 
the nature of "protection" is uncon- 
stitutional—he has probably been 
reading the Chicago Tribune on that 
subject—and he sets himself up as a 
better expounder of the organic act 
than Washington, Madiaon, Hamil- 
ton, Adams, and cine-tenths of the 
men who framed the Constitution 
and who have interpreted its full 
scope and purpose. 


Mr. Reagan ia ready to take the 


responsibility and follow his princi- 
ples wherever they lead. He is scan- 
dalized and disgusted with the cow- 
ardice of those Democrats who, like 
Carter H. Harrison, are free traders 
at heart, but dare not avow thei*, 
belief until after they get control of 
the federal government. 
He says: 


By all means the next National Demo- 


cratic convention should avoid the milk 
and water shilly-shally, Janus-faced poli- 
cy on the tariff question, which has been 
adopted in the recent Democratic state 
conventions of Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
Virginia. 


Mr. Reagan is hoping against 


hope. His party does not dare to 
take the bold and aggressve course 
which he marks out, he will find the 
next National Democratic convention 
acting as cowardly, hypocritically 
and evasively as usual, and copying 
after the "Janus-faced" example al- 
ready set by the state conventions of 
Kentucky, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Vir- 
ginia and New York. Mr. Reagan 
is a typioal Democrat, but on the 
tariff question he belongs to the mi- 
nority.

American Bankers' Associa- 


tion is to hold its annual convention 
at Louisville, Oct 10 and 11.

There will 
be a nnmber of papers on finance by 
able financiers, and there will be 
practical deductions with the view of 
preventing a recurrence of past dan- 
gers and to promote general improve- 
ment in banking and business. The 
practicability of a uniform regula- 
tion of commercial paper will be con- 
sidered, and there will be a full dis- 
cussion of the industrial growth of 
various parts of the country, partic- 
ularly the South, that must prove of 
interest and value to all who are 
concerned in the commercial welfare 
of the Ration in which banking is 
such an important element Among 
other topics that wil] receive atten- 
tion will be the guarantees against 
defalcation and breach of trust, the 
banking relations of the through 
trade between the West and Europe, 
the proposed changes in the interna- 
tional bills of lading, and the more 
important conditions of the mone- 
tary market here and in Europe. A 
wider range of topics than common 
will be discussed, and altogether this 
promises to be one of the most fruit- 
ful of the conventions of the associ- 
ated bankers. 


A CURIOUS agrarian incident has 


occurred in South Carolina. The 
farmers of Pickens county have risen. 
en masse, and held a convention, in 
which they declare themselves una- 
ble to pay their debts, owing to the 
failure of the last crop and the 
drouth of the present season, which 
will reduce this year's crop one-half. 
Upon this state of things they base a 
resolution requesting the fertilizer 
companies, merchants, and others 
making advances, to make a reason- 
able reduction on all such charges, 
and asking for another year's indul- 
gence for the payment of advances 
where payment cannot now be made 
or a satisfactory compromise reached. 
The Charleston News and Courier, 
while it sympathizes with the predic- 
ament of the farmers, does not favor
